1. Claims 1-8, drawn to a method for manufacture of a plastic handle 
member, classified in class 264, subclass 46.4. 

II. Claims 9-15, drawn to a plastic handle member, classified in class 428, 
subclass 304.4 (claims 10-15 are regarded as article claims since they 
depend from claim 9). 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the article structure as claimed, or as imputed 
from the steps practiced, can be made by another and materially different process such 
as one in which a skin member is first molded against a mold cavity wall and 
subsequently a foamable material is introduced into the cavity (while an attachment 
member is positioned within the cavity) and permitted or caused to expand to form the 
core member. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art requiring divergent fields of search for the 
respective inventions, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
